1. AS EMBASSY COPENHAGEN (REFTEL C) THOUGHTFULLY CONFIRMS,

TERMS OF SERVICE) AND WITH LONG EXPERIENCE IN EUROPEAN 
STUDENT MOVEMENTS AND EC INSTITUTIONS, THORN ALSO HEADS
